Sheep in Strong Demand 


Great Interest Being Taken in Sheep 
Raising in Saskatchewan 


Judging by the’ correspondence re- 
ecived by the live stock branch of 
the Saskatchewan department of ag- 
riculture, a great development is duc 
to take place in the sheep industry 
of this province.

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Experiments Prove Sound Travels 
More Slowly Than Bullet . 


In the firing line it has often been 


noticed that bullets travelling at 
high speed produce two sounds. 
man fired at from about 400 yards 
hears first a vicious crash, That. is 
the bullet passing. A_ little later 
the report of the rifle comes along. 
The speed of sound has, in fact, 
been beaten by the spced of rifle bul- 
ets. 

Modern military rifle bullets, when 
fired, travel at from 2,000 to 3,000 
feet. in one second. Sound can only 
travel along at 1,100 feet per second. 
So it happens that when a man who 
has been fired at hears the report of 
a rifle, he knows he is safe—at least, 
from that particular shot. 

It is, naturally, at long ranges that 
the two distinct sounds are most no- 
ticeable. At a range of 1,000 yards 
‘a bullets arrives at least a second, 
and sometimes more, in advance of 
the report. The sound of the flying 
bullet is caused by a vacuum at its 
rear.

food stuff to Europe, fewer ships will be 
available to carry soldiers and supplies 
from this continent, with the result that 
the continued participation of the United 
States and Canada in the war will be 
greatly hampered. 

The situation has been thoroughly can- 
vassed, and among those who have studied 
it, there is unanimous agreement that the 
only solution of the food problem is greater 
production in North America. In this 
connection it is especially importany that 
the spring acreage sown in bread grains 
should be as large as it can possibly be 
made. 

Every person who can possibly produce 
food must do so, no matter how stnall his 
or her contribution may be. Those who 
cannot produce food, can at least conserve 
it. The utmost economy is imperative. 
The situation to-day is critical, and the 
world is rapidly approaching that condition 
when price will not be the most important 
question, but when even the people of 
Canada may be glad to eat any food which 
they can obtain. 

The successful prosecution of the war 
by the Allies will depend to a very large 
extent upon the food production and food 
conservation this year by fie people of 
North America. 

Baron Rhondda in a recent message 
says ‘‘ The food position in this country, 
and 1 understand in France also, can 
without exaggeration be described as 
critical and anxious. Iam now unable to 
avoid compulsory regulation, 1 fear it 
will have to come with long queues of 
people awaiting in the severe weather in 
practically every town in England for the 
daily necessaries of life.’’

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
iniop land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. ; 

Duties —Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions.” A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. f 

Duties.—Six months residence in ca¢h 
of three years after earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his home 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre. Duties. —Mnst reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00, 

The area of cultivation is subject to re- 
duction in case of rough, stony or scrubby 
land, Live stock may be substituted for 
cultivation under certain conditione.

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A Decline in Drunkenness 


Due to War Measures, Drinking Has 
Fallen Off in England 
and Wales 


Drunkenness in England and Wales 
has declined since 1909, In that year 
there were 128,196 convictions of} 
males and 32,658 of females. In 1914 
there were 60,039 majes_ and 20,720 


females convicted, The decline seems 
to be due entircly to war meéasures 
or necessities. In 1913 and in 1914 
the number of convictions was great- 
er ghan in 1909, In 1915 the convic- 
tions of men dropped from 140,138 
to 98,706, and in 1916 they were less 
than half those of 1909,. The convic- 
tions of females showed a smaller but 
still substantial decline. Possibl 
the continual teaching of war-thrift 
had something to do with the dimun- 
ishing use of a luxury But the maia 
point is that drunkenness decreases 
as facilities for obtaining drink are 
cut off. The notion that a man who 
wants drink is sure to get it some- 
how, no matter what the restrictions 
may be, has been found to be falla- 
cious, here as well as in England,—

nished by the case of Mr. Harry 


Goodwin, of Kimball, Alberta, Less 
than four years ago he invested the 
whole of his liquid capital, which 
amounted to $60, in sheep, securing 
eleven ewes for this amount, Today 
he has a large range flock and a 
thousand_head-of pure-bred Lincolns, 
In addition his returns this year from 
his flock and purebeeds have amount- 
ed to $8,400, 

Mr. Goodwin has shown great 
faith in the future of the sheep in- 
dustry in the West, and has invested 
his money in sheep as fast as he 
earned it. His small flock of eleven 
quickly grew to one of a thousand 


head. Realizing that he could be of 
most benefit to himself and to the 
sheep industry by improving his 


flocks, he took up the breeding of 
purebred stock, choosing the Lincoln 
oreed. Starting with a few, he later 
purchased the flock of Pat Buckley 
of Sweet Grass. and Coutts, His 
purebred flock was further increased 
by the purchase of 600 rams from a 
well-known breeder if Ontario, so 
that he has now a flock of 1,000 pure 
bred Lincolns—the largest flock. of 
these sheep.in the West. He claims 
that from them he can show. wool 
fourteen inches long, and feels satis- 
fied that with them he is materially 
assisting to build up the sheep indus- 
try successfully in Soutliern Alberta. 

More recently he purchased 265 
head of ewes in the, central part of 


Ahe province, paying $18 each for 


them. Their average weight was 165 


pounds. He has also purchased 160 
head of lambs. By crossing these 
with his purebred. Litcolns, Mr. 


Goodwin hopes to form the basis of ° 
one of the best grade flocks in the 
country. At the recent ram sale at 
Lethbridge, Alberta, he sold a num- 
ber of his: grade Lincoln rams at $25 
each, purchasing more — purebredg 
with the proceeds.

By U. S. Food Administration 
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The hoarding of food is to be 
er arrangements, at any time, any 
{food commodities in a quantity in 
jexcess of. the - reasonable — require-

{by him during the period of 60 
days” or to “scll-or deliver to any 
person ‘any food conimoditics if the

Exceptions are made of commodi- 
ties which are produced in great 
labundance at certain seasons, such as 
| fruits, vegetables, fish, poultry, eggs,

and others. These may be held in 
sufficient quantities to meet reason- 
lable requirements throughout the 
period of scant or no production, 
Sales in excess of 60 days’ supply 
jinay be made for the use of the 
| United States government or allies, 
or for cities and state governments. 
It is also provided that for seceding 
purposes food commodities may be 
stored longer than 60 days if notice 
lis sent to’ the food administration. 
| No licensee will be prevented from 
|having on-hand less than a carload 
jot any commodity and in addition a 
{carload in transit. ° 
| These rules will not affect the val- 
lidity of contracts made in good faith 
|prior to October 15, but the licensee 
| will be required to give the food ad- 
!ministration copies of athsuch con- 
|tracts which will not be fully per- 
{formed on January 1, and on the lat- 
‘ter date further action in regard to 
such contracts will be considered.

Nauseating Concoctions Used ‘as 
Food in the German Capital 


Increasing price and deteriorating 
quality are the characteristics of food 
in Berlin, af described by an Ameci- 
can writer, recently a resident of the 
German capital, in the Atlantic 
Monthly, Here are soine iteius on 
the Berliner’s bill of fare! Mussel 
sausage—"a terrible. concoction . of 
ground mussels and spices”; cried 
sea lion’s meat, made in a stew— 
“after one or two attacks of nausea 
people came to like the concoction— 
it filled a vacuum”; bread containing 


five per cent, sawdust and five per 
cent, flour ground from straw; 
crows and seagulls — “considered 


great delicacies”; horseflesh at 60 
cents a pound; rancid Danish butter 
at $2 a pound; slightly tuberculous 
beef—“rigid inspection is a thing of 
the past”; barley, acorns and car- 
rots for cofiee—-“there has been no 
coffee in the market fer the past 
two years.” Rice costs $2 a pound; 
toilet soap $2 a cake; and milk has 
been so scarce that “in the past year 
a cow has been an honored member 
of more than one palatial residence, 
leading a pampered existence in the 
courtyard.” 


Under Centuries of Snow 


Wind Never Ceases to Blow Across 
“Greenland’s Icy Mountains” 


Greenland is a great glacial coun- 
try with an area of 740,000 or three- 
quarters of a million ,squatre miles, 
fully four-fifths of which are covered 
by the inland ice, the only portion of 
it that could be called land being a 
tibbon of mountains valleys and deep 
fjords along the coast. This narrow 
strip of land is for the most part 
from twenty-five to five miles wide, 
but there are several places where it 
is sixty or cighty. 

The interior of Greenland, or the 
inland ice, is so cold that. it gets vir- 
tually no rain, and the snow does not 
have a chance to melt in the long 
sunlit day. So the snow has accumu- 
lated century after century until — it 
has filled the valleys and not. only 
leveled them with the tops of the 
mountains, but the highest of these 
mountain tops have been gradually 
buried hundreds and even thousands 
of feet in ice and snow. Today the 
interior of Greenland, with its fifteen 
kundred miles in length and its sev- 
en hundred miles in maximum width, 
tising from four thousand to nine 
thousand feet or more above sea lev- 
el, is simply an elevated and— un- 
broken plateau of compacted snow. 

On this great frozen Sahara of the 
north the wind mever ceases to blow. 
It invariably ra@jates from the cen- 
tre of the ice-cap. outward, blowing 
perpendicularly to the nearest por- 
tion of the coast land, except when 
storms of unusually large propor- 
tions sweep across the country. Such 
a regular thing aré the winds of this’ 
region and so closely do they  fol- 
low the rule of perpendicularity to 
the coast, that it is always casy to 
determine the direction of nearest 
land. A sudden change in the wind 
indicates the presence of large fjords 
and the crossing of a divide can be 
detected by the area of calm or by 
the changeable winds which prevail 
there, which are followed by winds 
blowing from the opposite direction. 
—Robert E, Peary in Century Mag- 
azine,
